ATHLETES FEAR STALENESS. 

It is not always the team with the 
best players that comes oltt on top in 
an atbletic contest. Of course, the ele- 
ment of luck plays its part in all 
games, but most of all the condition 
of the contestants is the determining 
factor. Men are trained differently 
for football, basketball, ‘track anid 
baseball, and a trainer seldom handles 
two men alike, 

The successful physical adviser rea- 
Vizes that it is just as dangerous for 
an athlete to be overtriined as under- 
trained. Every trainer is careful that 
his men do not go “stale.” By “stale” 
is meant that the athlete no longer 
feels the keen desire to take part in 
coming contests, and when he oes 
enter the struggle plays in a listless 
manner, no matter how hard he tries 
to overcome it. 

Sometimes an athlete, when it comes 
to the final effort, is unable to make 
the great effort required to win. He 
has played in top-notch form until 
this moment, and yet when it is most 
needed he is not equal to the emer- 
gency. The rooters are sore and rea- 
dy to “knock” the man who a short 
time before had been their favorite. 
It was not his fault—he had done his 
best. It was the fault of the trainer. 
The man had become “stale”, He was 
overtrained and his muscles would 
not respond. 

What Trainers Fear. 

Trainers fear this thing more than 
having a man undertrained, Different 
trainers haye different methods of ov- 
vreoming the tendancy to go “stale,” 
and also to get a man back into con- 
dition after he has gone “stale.” When 
a football player has gone siaie some 
trainefs order him to stay away from 
the football field and training quart- 
ers for at least a week. The player 
sometimes ig ordered to break train- 
ing and eat, drink, and smoke just as 
if the season were not on. Then when 
he begins training again, he is more 
or less out of condition, and is jut 
through the same system of training 
as if he were just beginning the sea- 
son, In this manner he i# Whipped 
into condition again for the inrportant 
strugeles. 


TO SWIM AT STOCKHOLM 

New York, Jan. 26—Jamison Handy, 
of the Chicago Athletic Association, 
former one-mile swimming chaanpion 
and record holder of America, who
